Tower of the Houses of Parliament are three cosy little 
rooms. From the windows one can get a bird’s-eye view 
of the wide and winding Thames, the bridges, the 
Embankment, the streets swarming with surging masses 
of mottled humanity. Two of the rooms are comfortable 
bed-chambers, and the third is a well appointed sitting- 
room. A little further on there is another suite, 
precisely similar. 

These two suites of chambers constitute the snuggest 
prison on earth, and to be incarcerated here is — — a 
privi than otherwise. They are devoted to the 
exclusive use of M.P.’s who may be arrested by order of 
the Speaker for some flagrant act of disobedience. 


Few members ever come under such an order; but 


a messenger from the cape pe 
ment of the waits upon them with a bill of fare 
for the day, from which they may select whatever they 
may please, provided that they also please to pay for the 
same, for they are self-supporting prisoners, and are 
liable to be sued for payment “for goods supplied” on 
their release.
